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Deputy mayor loses his seat in 


shock election result 


A SHOCK result in last week’s town council 
election has seen Honiton’s deputy mayor 
stripped of his seat. 

John Zarczynski, a member of the council since his 
co-option in 2011, failed in his attempt to be re¬ 
elected after a surprise result was announced yester¬ 
day (Monday). 

He was one of four serving councillors to lose their 
positions - with finance committee chairman Les 
Bayliss another high-profile casualty - as almost a 
dozen new faces were voted in. 

While a significant shake-up was expected, Mr 
Zarczynski’s defeat has come as a big surprise. 

He won the fewest votes in the St Michael’s ward, 
becoming the only candidate to miss out on a seat in 
the new council. 

Speaking after the result was announced yesterday, 
he said: “I’m very disappointed not to be re-elected - 
but the voters have spoken. 

“I’ve always done my best to be transparent and 
honest, and to do what I thought was in the best in¬ 
terests of the public. 

“I’ve never been frightened to speak up when things 
were not right and, at the end of the day, I can walk 
down the High Street with my head held high. If I 
have made enemies I must have been asking the right 
questions.” 

As well as deputy to the mayor, Mr Zarczynski also 
served as chairman of the council’s planning commit¬ 
tee and played a key role in the completion of the Bee¬ 
hive community centre. 

He was also involved in the council’s Local Plan 
and Neighbourhood Plan project groups, while serv¬ 
ing as a trustee of the Honiton United Charities or- 
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ganisation, supporting vulnerable people in the com¬ 
munity. 

Having failed to win re-election, Mr Zarczynski said 
he would double his efforts to help establish the 
‘Honiton 55+ Centre’ as a facility for day care serv¬ 
ices in the town. 

He added: “I wish to thank all those people that did 
vote for me, and I will now devote my time to my own

personal and business interests.” 

A fiercely contested local election saw 11 new can¬ 
didates secure a place on the town council, with seven 
standing under a joint manifesto for ‘change’. 

Fresh faces Clare Melbourne, Sheila Edwards, Luke 
Harvey-Ingram, David Perkins, Julia Lake, Anne 
Mountjoy and Kim Smith were all elected to represent 
a new-look council, after fighting the election cam¬ 
paign together. 

The group says it wants to take “the town and the 
council forward into a positive and united future”, 
promising to make Honiton “a happier place to live, 
work and play.” 

They also promise to work for better sports facilities 
and improved care for older people, while supporting 
opportunities for youngsters and looking into a town 
lottery to fund new developments and charitable or¬ 
ganisations. 

In a pre-election message, Councillor Perkins said: 
“It’s time for a fresh start with new faces. The council 
should be leading on the issues of the future not 
dwelling on the past. 

“I would like to help in the restoration of this council 
so that it once again becomes a respected focal point 
for community affairs.” 

There were more new additions, with Ashley Alder, 
Ken Hopkins, Jill McNally and Graham Smith all se¬ 
curing positions. 

Mayor Peter Halse held onto his seat, alongside cur¬ 
rent councillors John Taylor, Jackie Wadsworth, 
Henry Brown, Roy Coombs, Vera Howard and Caro¬ 
line Kolek. 

Les Bayliss, Les Lunt and Peter Corke were the 
other serving councillors to miss out on a seat.

EAST DEVON 


Hugo Swire elected for 
fourth term 


HUGO Swire stormed to victory with an increased 
majority in last week's parliamentary election, as 
Ottery St Mary councillor Claire Wright fell short 
in her challenge for the East Devon seat. 

Mr Swire, the constituency's Conservative MP 
since 2001, claimed a comprehensive fourth vic¬ 
tory with more than 25,000 votes and a majority 
of 12,261. 

Independent candidate Claire Wright's unlikely 
bid for parliament came to an end, despite an im¬ 
pressive second place and almost a quarter of the 
vote share - the strongest showing by an inde¬ 
pendent anywhere in the country. 


From the editor’s chair 
No real threat to Tories 


THE Tories retained control of East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council, albeit with a slightly reduced ma¬ 
jority. 

No surprises there then and we should con¬ 
gratulate all those who won a seat at last 
week’s election. 

A majority reduced from 25 to 15 seats will 
make little or no difference to the running of 
East Devon but we should not underestimate 
the performance from the Independents who 
between them grabbed 16 seats. 

Although they failed to unseat too many of 
the big hitters with leader Paul Diviani, deputy 
leader Andrew Moulding, chairman Graham 
Godbeer and planning chairman Helen Parr, all 
retaining their seats, the East Devon Alliance 
did win 10 places on the council, the most suc¬ 
cessful challenge by a rival party since the 
council came into being in 1974. With the Lib 
Dems’ six seats, down from 10, the Tories are 
unlikely to get it all their own way - and that’s 



good for local democracy. 

One unacceptable part of the local elections 
was the failure of EDDC to announce the results 
of the town and parish elections until mid¬ 
morning on Monday. All the votes were 
counted on Saturday but not posted on the 
EDDC website. 

A number of candidates were up in arms over 
this, describing it as an affront to the parishes. 
I tend to agree. 

Neil Parish and Hugo Swire, as expected, re¬ 
tained their parliamentary seats for the Con¬ 
servatives, but a word of congratulations here 
to Claire Wright, county councillor for Ottery St 
Mary, who polled more than 13,000 as an Inde¬ 
pendent without party machinery behind her. 

I was personally disappointed that David 
Laws lost his Yeovil seat. I am not a Lib Dem but 
I thought he was a great constituency MP and 
always handled the press superbly.

Conservative Hall beat Labour candidate (and 
outgoing Axminster mayor) Jeremy Walden by 
1,065 votes to 403 to clinch the seat. 

Councillor Hall had a 14-month spell on Axmin¬ 
ster Town Council, which came to an end in April 
2013 when he resigned over the town council's 
alleged “inadequate efforts" to investigate any 
local implications over a Cloakham Lawn plan¬ 
ning issue. Mr Hall is one of the driving forces at 
Cloakham, having succeeded Mr Moulding as 
chairman. 

In his victory speech last Friday he said: "It is a 
great, great humbling honour."

David Laws defeated 


as Tories regain Yeovil 
seat after 32 years 


It was always going to be a new-look town 
council as five members of the previous one de¬ 
cided not to stand, and there was also one va¬ 
cancy at the previous council. A total of 14 
candidates were vying for one of the 12 seats 
available. 


DAVID Laws, MP for the Yeovil constituency since 
2001, sensationally lost his seat to Conservative 
challenger Marcus Fysh in last Thursday's general 
election. 

The schools minister was just one of a string of 
high profile Liberal Democrats to be beaten, with 
the party having its number of seats slashed from 
57 to just eight. 

In what was a terrible night for the Lib Dems, 
former leader Charles Kennedy, Business Secre¬ 
tary Vince Cable, Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
Danny Alexander and former deputy leader 
Simon Hughes all lost. 

Mr Laws played a key part in negotiations with 
the Conservatives when the coalition was formed 
in 2010, and briefly served as Chief Secretary to 
the Treasury before an expenses scandal forced 
him to resign after only a few weeks in office. 

The Yeovil parliamentary seat has been Liberal 
since Paddy Ashdown first took it from the Tories 
in the 1983 election for the then SDP-Liberal 
Alliance.

Voters stay blue

VOTERS in Honiton stuck to the 
town’s ‘true blue’ tradition last 
week, as Conservatives swept to vic¬ 
tory in both the parliamentary and 
local elections. 

Incumbent MP Neil Parish was re¬ 
turned for a second term in the 
Tiverton and Honiton seat, doubling 
his majority to more than 20,000. 

Mr Parish’s dominant victory was 
one of 331 Tory successes across the 
country, as a surprise election result 
saw the party secure enough seats in 
parliament to form an overall major¬ 
ity. 

And the Conservatives enjoyed 
similar success at the local level, 
winning all five of Honiton’s district 
council seats. 

Speaking at the count soon after 
the result was formally announced, 
Mr Parish thanked his supporters for 
their efforts during the campaign and 
pledged to work hard for Honiton 
during the next five years. 

He said: “It is humbling because 
when you get a good majority and a 
good percentage of the vote, you 
know that people appreciate what 
you do - but you also know you 
have to do a good job. 

“Irrespective of what political per¬ 


suasion anybody 
is in the Tiverton 
and Honiton 
constituency, I 
look forward to 
working for 
them in this next 
parliament.” 

It was a long 
night for the five 
parliamentary 
hopefuls, who 
had to wait until 
just after 8am on 
Friday morning 
for confirmation 
of the result. 

Mr Parish secured a total of 29,013 
votes, ahead of UKIP’s Graham 
Smith in second with 8,857. 

Following a nationwide trend, the 
Liberal Democrats suffered badly in 
Tiverton and Honiton, where the 
party is usually the Conservatives’ 
closest challenger. 

Candidate Stephen Kearney 
slipped from second to fourth place, 
with a huge reduction of more than 
22 per cent in the Lib Dems’ share 
of the vote. Labour and the Greens 
both improved their share. 

# IT WAS a similar story at the local 
level, as the 
Conservatives 
secured all five 
of Honiton’s 

seats on East 
Devon District 
Council. 

Former Mayor 
David Foster 
was elected in 
the Honiton St 
Michael’s ward 
with 1,400 
votes, and was 
joined by re¬ 
turning council¬ 
lors Mike Allen 


and Phil Twiss. 

In the Honiton St Paul’s ward, 
John O’Leary and Dean Barrow 
were elected with strong majorities, 
completing a dominant night for the 
party’s local candidates. 

Councillor Foster said: “Thank 
you very much to the people who 
have put their ticks in the box for us. 

“We will try our best to represent 
their best interests. 

“I wish all the newly elected can¬ 
didates - and I mean all the newly 
elected candidates - the very best for 
the next four years.” 

Local UKIP candidates also repli¬ 
cated their parliamentary success. 
Their five district council represen¬ 
tatives won a total of 3,042 votes - 
more than a quarter of the vote 
share - despite not securing any 
seats. 

Surprisingly, Labour’s Henry 
Brown was the Tories’ nearest chal¬ 
lenger in the St Paul’s ward, missing 
out on an unlikely victory by fewer 
than 300 votes. 

Overall, the Conservatives’ major¬ 
ity at EDDC slipped from 25 to 15, 
with 10 Independent East Devon Al¬ 
liance candidates elected.

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EDA would have won more seats in 
district only election, says chairman 


THE East Devon Alliance (EDA) would have won 
even more seats on the district council had there 
not been a general election at the same time, ac¬ 
cording to the group’s chairman Paul Arnott. 

The Conservatives retained control of East 
Devon District Council with an overall majority 
of 15 seats. The Tories won 37 seats, three fewer 
than they held before last Thursday’s polls. 

EDA independents took 10 seats, with other in¬ 
dependents winning six and the Liberal Democrats 
also winning six seats. 

Despite their defeat in several areas, Mr Arnott 
said that EDA is here to stay, commenting: “From 
a standing start three months ago, the EDA has 
won 10 ward seats from the Conservatives, to sit 
alongside six other independents. 

“In the end, the Tory bloc vote in the context of 
a national election meant that we just couldn't get 
everyone over the finish line. If this had been a dis¬ 
trict only election, as in 2011, the obvious passion 
of our support would have swept the field. 

“We won well in the wards where Claire Wright

(Cons) retained his seat for Axminster Town Ward, 
EDDC chairman Graham Godbeer (Cons) held on 
to his Coly Valley seat but vice-chairman Chris¬ 
tine Drew (Cons) lost her Sidmouth Rural seat to 
independent David Barratt. 

The number of people registered to vote in East 
Devon is 102,849. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “The overall 
turnout for the three-way election on Thursday 
was 71.7 per cent - around twice the average 
turnout for local elections in East Devon.” 


Improvements to A35 rescheduled 


IMPROVEMENT work to the A3 5 has already had 
to be rescheduled. 

Less than two weeks ago, South West Highways 
and Balfour Beatty Infrastructure Services 
(SWH/BBIS) announced overnight closures between 
Honiton and Axminster and Axminster and Bridport. 

According to the original timetable, work would al¬ 
ready be underway - but last week a revised timetable 
was issued. 

Overnight road closures will be put in place on the 
A3 5 between Axminster and Bridport from 8pm on 
Monday, May 18th until 6am on Thursday, May 21st. 

The same thing will happen on the stretch between 
Honiton and Axminster from Tuesday, May 26th until 


the morning of Tuesday, June 2nd, weekends ex¬ 
cluded. 

The work is weather-dependent, so the new 
timetable is also subject to change. 

Access will be maintained for residents living 
within the closure, but this may only be from one di¬ 
rection depending on the actual location of the work. 

A fully signed traffic diversion route will be imple¬ 
mented during the closure periods.

Police appeal after 
spate of burglaries 


A SUDDEN spate of burglaries in 
Honiton has seen several sheds 
and garages raided and a number 
of valuable items stolen. 

Opportunist thieves have tar¬ 
geted a string of properties in and 
around Kings Road in recent 
weeks. 

Police are now taking urgent ac¬ 
tion to control the crime spree, 
after recording a series of similar 
cases in the area. 

Officers are appealing for mem¬ 
bers of the public to come forward 
with information, and warning 
residents to make sure their prop¬ 
erty is protected. 

“Burglaries are often opportunis¬ 
tic crimes and it may only take a 
few minutes for a burglar to enter 
a property and steal valuable 
items,” said PCSO Steve Mingo, 
from the Honiton Neighbourhood 
Police Team. 

“Simple steps like keeping all 
windows and doors closed and 
locked, and ensuring spare keys 
are located in secure places can re¬ 
duce the risk of being burgled.” 

The appeal follows a string of 
thefts from the same part of Honi¬ 
ton, with offenders targeting 
neighbourhoods around the town 
centre. 

Shed burglaries have been 
recorded in Kings Road, Hale 


Lane and Hill Crescent, while a 
garage in Pale Gate Close was also 
broken into. 

Police believe power tools were 
taken from some of the properties, 
although several items have al¬ 
ready been recovered. 

The force is urging people to re¬ 
port any “suspicious behaviour or 
unusual activity” in the area, fol¬ 
lowing the spate of incidents. 

Anybody with information that 
can help officers with their inves¬ 
tigation is encouraged to call the 
101 non-emergency number and 
ask for the Honiton Neighbour¬ 
hood Police Team. 


In the meantime, police are ad¬ 
vising residents to take a number 
of steps to protect their properties 
from further thefts. 

PCSO Mingo advised residents 
to lock away all valuable tools, 
equipment and ladders, or register 
them to protect against theft. 

He also recommended that prop¬ 
erty-owners fit padlocks to their 
doors, or grills to their windows, 
while investing in a security light 
or shed alarm.

How better to describe the scene 
of fields of lavender in the sun 
than by a gorgeously-coloured 
painting in oils. 

This was what the members of 
Seaton and District Art Society 
were treated to at their May 
demonstration by Christine Rus¬ 
sell, using water-based oils, 
greatly recommended in prefer¬ 
ence to the normal oils with ref¬ 
erence to portability and lack of 
turps odours in crowded studios, 
(although the smell of turps can 
be highly delightful to many 
artists, including Christine her¬ 
self). 

She used just five colours in¬ 
cluding white, but mixing them 
with skill and long experience she 
had all the colours she needed. 

A piece of MDF board, suitably 
primed, was coloured in a warm 
pinky-blue, and her sketched in¬ 
dications of a scene near Snowhill 
in the Cotswolds was in a cobalt 
blue, with a pointed brush. 


Christine carefully established 
the line of hills in the far distance 
and the presence of a pair of farm¬ 
houses on a hedge-line in the 
middle-distance with bright 
gable-ends catching the sun. 

Trees broke the skyline up and, 
working through her tea-break, 
she went on to make large gener¬ 
ous paintmarks in purples and 
blue-greens as she began to de¬ 
scribe the rows of lavender in the 
foreground. 

The warm sandy oranges of the 
soil between the rows was a 
lovely contrast of colours. 

As she worked she gave the 
members useful hints, such as 
keeping the water-based oils in a 
fridge or freezer once they have 
left the tube. 

Members were warmly appre¬ 
ciative of her talk and look for¬ 
ward to the next demonstration in 
Seaton Town Hall on June 1st at 
2pm.

Titanic tales for Seaton Probus 


FOR the final talk before the 
summer break of Seaton and 
District Men’s Probus Club, 
Molly Bond gave a presentation 
on ‘Things You Probably Never 
Knew about the Titanic’, an in¬ 
triguing subject. 

Molly has carried out exten¬ 
sive research on the sinking of 
the Titanic on her maiden voy¬ 
age but focussed her talk on 
the human stories, during the 
catastrophic event and also, for 
some survivors, the effect on 
their lives afterwards. 

Although it has always been 
assumed that the passengers 
were millionaires and rich pas¬ 
sengers in first class, there 


were also two other classes, 
second and steerage with 
many immigrants sailing for a 
new life in the new world. 

The Titanic was believed to be 
safe and unsinkable and, even 
when the ship was sinking, 
passengers were unaware of 
the real danger, with first class 
passengers queueing at the 
purser’s office to reclaim their 
valuables. There had been no 
lifeboat drills and crucially 
there was a major lack of 
lifeboats, not nearly enough for 
all the passengers. 

Molly gave fascinating ac¬ 
counts of the disaster from the 
point of view of the captain, 
senior officers and passengers 


and concluded by commenting 
that the tragedy will be forever 
etched on maritime history. 

The members will look for¬ 
ward to resuming their meet¬ 
ings with speakers in the 
autumn and thank Brian 
Glasspool, Talks Secretary, for 
arranging a most interesting 
series of talks over the last 
seven months.

Common sense alternatives for Seaton seafront 


■ REGARDING the issue of excessive speeding on 
Seaton Down Hill: 

There is mounting and compelling evidence to sup¬ 
port the concerns of residents who live on or near 
Seaton Down Hill. 

This is not a case of the local police being overzeal- 
ous - in case anyone thinks this is so. 

They are responding, as they should, to the very real 
concerns that we have been expressing for some time. 

Despite regular monitoring and ‘educational 
awareness’ campaigns by the Police since last au¬ 
tumn, far too many drivers, mostly local, still find it 
acceptable to drive well over the 30mph speed limit, 
with many at dangerous speeds of over 40mph. 

It is fairly common to witness drivers speeding at 
50-60+mph, some using mobile phones. 

Presumably, these people would not find it accept¬ 
able if drivers behaved in this way and drove at such 
speeds along the roads where they live, thus putting 
the safety of their families at risk? 

As a member of the recently formed community 
speed watch team (CSWT) my colleagues and I were 
unpleasantly surprised at the behaviour of many driv¬ 
ers at one of our monitoring sessions (on April 16th), 
reported in your recent article. 

Despite the four of us wearing high visibility jackets 
and highly visible warning signs placed well before 
the monitoring zone, we clocked 34 vehicles (in one 
hour) over 35mph and in many cases over 40mph,

with one at 51 mph. Is this acceptable behaviour? 

The CSWT will continue to support the efforts of 
the police to improve this situation; our safety de¬ 
pends upon it. 

If there is no significant improvement in the situa¬ 
tion soon, we will press strongly for the police to 
adopt tougher measures and insist on the regular de¬ 
ployment of their speed camera van. 

We can only go so far with educational awareness. 
If this does not work, vigorous enforcement needs to 
be used. 

We will also campaign strongly for Devon County 
Council Highways to commit to a programme of traf¬ 
fic-calming measures, including improved warning 
signs, a ‘gate’, and replacement of the national speed 
limit, which starts just above the entrance to Honey 
Ditches Lane to the A3052, with a 40mph limit. 

With the already-acquired support of the Police, the 
Town Council and the local county councillor, we in¬ 
tend to lobby Devon County Council, East Devon 
Highways and Traffic Orders Committee on this 
issue when they next meet on July 25th. 

As a footnote, can I say that there is a lot of sym¬ 
pathy for the residents of Seaton Down Road regard¬ 
ing the recent removal of their on road parking and 
who, as a result, now notice more speeding vehicles. 

Could this be because the many ‘speeders’ coming 
down Seaton Down Hill can now delay reducing 
their speed into Seaton Down Road even longer, due 
to the removal of parked vehicles that previously 
forced them to reduce speed (eventually!). 

It seems to many that there is a need for a thorough 
review of traffic management on this road, in consul¬ 
tation with local residents, especially in view of the 
expected increase in traffic over the coming years, 
as Seaton continues to grow and develop.

THE skydiving school based in Dunkeswell is 
again attempting to regain the Guinness World 
Record for the most tandem skydives completed 
in 24 hours at a single venue. 

Jump day will be Saturday, June 20th, one of 
the longest days of the year.

Skydive UK / Buzz is one of the biggest sky¬ 
diving schools in he UK. Being located in Devon 
it has stunning views of three coastlines. 

Last year the record in America was beaten 
from 12,000 feet. 

Mr Farrant said: “We know that to beat the 
record we don’t even need to go to 15,000 feet, 
but then we would feel like we are doing half the 
job. 

“Our planes and pilots can take our skydivers to 
the maximum altitude of 15 000 feet, so why not?’'
